Washington, J 7 10.—Secretary cf war, 
Alger, received the following cablegram 
to-night. Playa del Este: Have just re- 
ceived a letter from General Toral declining 
unconditicnal surrender of Santiago. Bom- 
bardment by the army commenced this 
afternoon. (Signed) Shafter. Secretary 
Alger disclosed the fact that fighting begsn 
at four this afternoon sad was terrific on 
both sides. 


At1l:10 this morning the war depart- 
ment posted the following: Playa del Este, 
July 11.—Head qrarters of fifth army corps 
July 10, to adjutant-general, Washington. 
Enemy opened fire at a few minutes past 
four with eight guns which were silenced 
by ours. Very little musketry firing took 
place. Tke enemy fought entirely in their 
trenches. Three men were slightly wound- 
ed. We will have foree enough to-morrow 
to completely block all roads on the aorth- 
west. Am quite well. Garcia reports that 
the enemy have evacuated the little town 
called Doxrominos about three miles from 
Santiago near the bay. (Sgd) Shafter. 

General Toral refused to surrender Santi- 
ago except with the honors of war. 

One hundred deaths daily trom starvation 
are reported at Guantanamo, Cuba. 

There is said to be no truth in the story 
of a Spanish privateer cruising off British 
Columbia.

Fred Brick, trader, Who arrived 
from Vermillion, Peace River, lasi 
week reports that last season’s farm- 
ing operations in the settlement at 
Vermillion were quite successful, ai- 
though the season was dry. The 
grain was not damaged by early frosts. 
S. hawrence, son of H. H. Lawrence, 
who is farming there, came out to

Arthur and Charlie 
Griffin are at Hay river. They are a 
lonesome pair. I heard of W. Patton 
and Campbell Young, who are at Fort 
Norman, by the packet man. They 
are well, I think we aro all right 
here as the Indians are killing some 
moose. I went out the day after we 
arrive here and bought two. 

A letter from Anthony to W. 
Clark, dated April Ist, also from Fort 
Simpon, mentions that no fisii could 
be had at Providence onthe way 
down and that several trips had to be 
made back to Big Island for fish, 


from the junction of the Beaver and 
Liard rivers on Dee. 13th. Mr. Shand 
left Edmonton in June last with 
Messrs, Atkinson, Velgue and De Wolf, 
bound for Pelly river. He had written 
from Fort Resolution in August last, 
describing his trip to that point. The 
present letter continues the tiip from 
there. He says: We left Resolution 
for the Mackenzie river across Great 
Slave lake, The route is splendidly 
marked out by a string of islands, so 
one is never far from land, and in case 
of a storm, having got proper in- 
formation, you can find gocd harbors. 
On one occasion we were laid up in one 
of these harbers for three “days during 
a storm. There is an unlimited supply 
of fish all along here. - Pike or jack 
fish, white and e sort of salmen called 
the inconnou or unknowa fish. After

Although Vermillion is not the most 
northerly point in Canada at which 
experiment has proven that grain and 
vegetables can be grown successfully, 
it is the most northerly point at which 
people absolutely depened upon farming 
for a living, and. therefore has a 
special interest. The Messrs. Law- 
rence, [E. J. and H. HL, orginally 
from the Eastern Townships of Que-

A very large 
amount of mail matter has gone out 
by chance comers io Peace River 
Crossing this season. As some parties 
have gone down and others up the 
river and there was no one to sort it 
there, hundreds of letters have gone 
astray, either up or down. Mr. Brick 
brought out 50 pounds of letters in a 
gunny sack. ‘The Vermillion settlers 
petitioned last winter for a mail four 
times a year from Peace River Cross- 
ing. The cost would be $200 a trip.

Often up to our 
waists. There was practically no more 
pleasure in the trip. When just 
passed the South Nahanni river Atkin- 
son shot a black bear. Afterwards we 
saw a moose on the other side of the 
river, but he was too far off to shoot. 


We called on the folks at Fort Liard 
and were well received by the officer 
in charge. We left the fort and pulled 
up the river to the junction of Nelson 
river. This was where I expected to 
winter and work, but there was xnoth- 
ing there.

THE SURVEY PARTIES. 


The exploratory survey _ parties 
under mining Dibble anc Dupont 
have pulled out for Peace River. Mr. 
Dupont started on Friday and Mr. 
Dibble to-day. They have 18 horses 
each and will travel overland by the 
new trail to Lesser Slave lake and 
then to Peace River Crossing and by 
the north side to Hudson’s Hope. 
Their freight, about 16,000 pounds, 
has gone by way of Athabasca Land- 
ing, Lesser Slave river and lake, 
Peace River Crossing and by boat to 
Fort St. John and Hudson’s Hope, 
Fred Brick, trader, of Peace River, is 
the contractor for the freight. The 
price is 10c a pound to St. John, 
where a part of Mr. Dupont’s supplies 
will be left, and the rest lle to Hud- 
son’s Hope, with a time limit of 45 
days to the latter point. Fiom Hud- 
son’s Hepe Mr. Dibble will portage 
the whole of his supplies across the 
Rocky Mountain portage and Mr. 
Dupont will portage such proportion 
of his as he will require. They will 
build a boat at the Lead of the vort- 
age and track the united load to the 
junction of the Finlay and Parsnip 
rivers. Their work commences at 
that point. Mr. Dupont turns east 
and explores for a railway route 
along the south side of the Peace 
through the Rocky Mountains to the 
British Columbia boundary. Mr. 
Dibble strikes northwesterly from the 
junction of the rivers towards Tele- 
graph Creek. Both parties have 
about six months supplies. Mr. Du- 
pont expects to be able to finish his 
work and come out this fall. But as 
Mr. Dibble’s work takes him further 
and further away from any hase of 
supplies, he has been authorized to 
take two months supplies extra so that 


he will be enabled to work up te the | 
latest possible moment in the fall and | 


winter at the junction of the rivers. 

Mr. Dibble’s work is particularly 

difficult. He is charged with the 

duty of finding a railway pass across | 
the gold range, by which the valley of | 
the Peace can be connected with that | 
of the Stikine. This is the question- 
able part of the route and as yet is 
totally unexplored. Whether Mr. 
Dibble finds a practicable raiiway 
rout or not, as his works lies through 
a presumably gold-bearing region, it 
will give valuable information in any 
case. The several parties are made 
up as follows:

#ROM FORT NELSON. 


T. A. Stephen writes to R. A. Rut- 
tan from Fort Nelson, on the Nelson 
branch of the Liard river, under date 
of Jan. 26th and 29th. Mr. Stephen 
left Edmonton in August last with 
W. R. Howey and others bound for 
the Yukon by the Mackenzie route. 
At Fort Simpson they decided to go 
up the Liard river which they did and 
established their winter camp at 
the foot of the rapids on the Liard. 
From Mr. Stephen’s letter, he had 
already written Mr. Ruttan giving 
particulars of his trip, but the letter 
did not reach Mr. Ruttan. He 
mentions having reached Fort Nelson 
from the winter camp after a hard 
trip, and intimates that it had been 
Mr. Howey’s inteniion to return to 
Edmonton overland by way of Peace 
River, but he had abandoned the 
idea, and woald brobably return the 
way he came. Stephen at the time of 
writing intended to start on Jan. 
30th for the winter camp of the party 
on Liard river and would go by 
the Liard and Mackenzie in the 
spring to Peel river to see the mid- 
night sun. He would return to Ed- 
monton by H. B. steamer. Possibly, 
however, his plans were again altered 
before spring.

John Garnett, of Milvain and 


Garnett, who left for the Yukon by 
the Mackenzie route last fall, writes 
from a point on the Mackenzie river 
about 100 miles above Fort Simpson 
to J. G. Kinnaird, of the H. B. Co., 
under dates of Dec. 3rd, Feb. 2nd 
and March 29th.

They had had reports of gold 
having been found on the Nahanni, 
75 miles north of Simpson, and also 
had some idea of going up the Liard, 
but would decide when they reached 
Simpson. 


FALSE ALARM. 


A wild story appears in some east- 
ern papers about 500 Peace River 
Indians gathering at Fort St. John 
and refusing to let police and miners 
go north from there. There was a 
disagreement with the Indians about 
their horses interfering with those of 
the miners, as already stated in the 
Buuietix, but the dificulty was 
arranged amicably. There was no 
attempt by the Indians to interfere 
with anybody. All they did was to 
withdraw from any sort of dealings 
with the miners until the difference 
was arranged.
